Take Complaints To Russia, 


Ambassador Advised In 


Washington Stand

WASHINGTON. 
July 
8 — The 
United States yesterday rejected 
Poland’s protest against policies 
of the western powers in Germany. 
It advised Poland to complain to 
Russia if dissatisfied with the way 
things are going in Europe. 
Undersecretary fo State Robert 
A. Lovett told Polish AmbassadoV 
Josef Wlniewlcz: 
“If certain countries claim that! 
their interests are not sufficiently 
taken into account by the program 
planned for western Germany, their 
complaint should not be addressed 
to the United States government 
but to the government primarily 
respcnsible for preventing 
these 
countries from co-operating in the 
general recovery program for Ka 
rope.” 
On June 18, Poland filed a for­ 
mal protest against the western 
Allies’ plan and permitting a meas­ 
ure of “home rule” for that area 
of Germany. 
The decisions were taken inde­ 
pendently after long and fruitless 
efforts to get an agreement with| 
Russia on treatm ent of Germany 
as a whole. 
Poland protested that the deci­ 
sions violated the Potsdam agree­ 
ments with Russia and failed ti* 
take into account the Interests of 
various European nations. 
In his note to Ambassador Wlnle- 
wlcz, Mr. Lovett asserted that the 
reason the United States now is 
concentrated on western European, 
including western Germany, recov­ 
ery "is a direct result" of Russia’s 
refusal to let the rest of Europe 
join In a contkient-wide program.
